Liturgy  of  the  High  Holy  Days 

As  is  generally  known,  Israel’s  prayers 
are  not  exclusively  in  the  singular  form ; 
they  are  not  prayers  for  individuals  only, 
but  prayers  for  the  household  of  Israel.  The 
same  needs,  hopes,  wishes  and  ideals  moti¬ 
vate  the  entire  community.  The  individual 
is  a  part  of  the  community.  Nevertheless, 
although  in  the  plural,  Israel’s  prayers  in¬ 
terpret  the  life  of  the  individual.  To  be 
aware  that  a  whole  community  has  the  same 
wishes  and  hopes,  shares  the  same  troubles 
and  distress,  is  in  itself  a  consolation  for 
the  individual. 

The  High  Holyday  liturgy  is  based  on  two 
distinct  themes — Selicha  (Pardon)  and  Te- 
filla  (Prayer).  Yet  they  do  not  end  in 
complete  despair,  for  in  every  supplication 
or  lamentation  there  is  always  a  bright  note 
of  hope  in  a  better  future;  there  is  the 
repeated  voicing  of  an  El  rachum  vechanun 
— a  God  full  of  compassion  and  gracious. 
Our  musical  program  is  rich  in  the  tradi¬ 
tions  of  the  Synagogue.  It  strives  to  in¬ 
terpret  the  prayers  and  inspire  the  wor¬ 
shipper’s  innermost  religious  and  aesthetic 
emotions.  Pardon  will  be  granted,  prayer 
will  be  answered,  and  the  bright  note  of 
hope  in  a  better  future  will  soon  be  realized.

Suggestions  to  Worshippers 

The  success  of  worship  in  reaching  the 
minds  and  hearts  of  those  who  participate 
in  it  is  not  determined  altogether  by  those 
who  occupy  the  pulpit.  The  men,  women 
and  children  in  the  pew  decide  in  no 
slight  measure  how  meaningful  worship  shall 
be  to  them.  The  Rabbis  and  Cantor  of 
our  congregation  invite  the  cooperation  of 
everyone  who  enters  the  Synagogue  on  Rosh 
Hashanah  and  Yom  Kippur.  Specifically 
they  make  the  following  suggestions : 

First,  make  every  effort  to 1  be  in  the 
Synagogue  as  early  as  possible.  It  is 
always  disturbing  to  those  already  in  at¬ 
tendance  to  be  interrupted  in  their  prayers 
by  the  tardiness  of  latecomers. 

Second,  our  congregation  this  year  will 
be  the  largest  in  the  history  of  our  Syna¬ 
gogue.  We  will  be  compelled  to  admit 
people  to  our  auditorium  only  on  the 
presentation  of  tickets.  Please  bring  your 
ticket  with  you  and  make  certain  that  you 
have  a  ticket  for  every  one  who  desires 
entrance. 

Third,  the  Tallis  the  traditional  garb 
of  male  worshipers.  The  wearing  of  it  is 
sanctioned  by  centuries  of  Jewish  practice 
and  makes  a  contribution  toward  the  crea¬ 
tion  of  a  prayerful  mood. 

Fourth,  if  they  so  desire  it,  the  men  of 
the  congregation  may  wear  skull  caps.  We 
have  made  no  provision  for  the  disposal 
of  hats  during  worship. 

Fifth,  we  urge  that  at  every  service  you 
remain  in  your  pew  until  the  benediction 
is  pronounced.  Those  of  our  worshippers 
who  have  been  with  us  before  know  that 
our  service  is  never  inordinately  pro¬ 
tracted.  The  benediction  on  Rosh  Hash¬ 
anah  will  be  bestowed  by  one  o’clock;  on 
Yom  Kippur  day  as  soon  after  sunset  as 
Jewish  tradition  permits. 

Sixth,  participate  actively  in  the  services. 
Join  in  the  responses  and  the  singing. 
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Jewish  Education 
For  Temple's  Children 

Vigorously  espousing  its  slogan,  “A  Full 
Jewish  Education  for  Every  Child  in  Our 
Congregation”,  the  School  of  the  Park 
Avenue  Synagogue  is  preparing  to  launch 
its  anniversary  year  program  on  Sunday 
morning,  October  5,  under  the  direction  of 
Rabbi  Erwin  Zimet.  By  the  time  sessions 
are  opened,  it  is  hoped  that  there  will  be 
no  children  of  school  age  within  our  con¬ 
gregation  who  are  not  attending  classes, 
during  the  week  as  well  as  on  Sunday 
mornings. 

Mid-week  Class  Attendance 

Attendance  at  Sunday  School  is  an  in¬ 
dispensability  but  is,  of  itself,  inadequate. 
Every  parent  should  plan  first  to  guarantee 
that  minimum  but  also  to  see  to  it  that  the 
child’s  exposure  to  Jewish  education  is 
made  broader  by  attendance  at  the  mid¬ 
week  classes. 

Thanks  to  a  series  of  conferences  held 
during  the  summer,  attendance  in  the  He¬ 
brew  School  has  been  very  considerably  en¬ 
larged.  It  has  reached  a  point  where 
the  majority  of  children  attend  both  Sun¬ 
day  School  and  mid-week  classes. 

Sunday  School  Curriculum 

Although  the  first  registration  morning 
of  September  14  has  passed,  the  School 
Board  will  accept  applications  for  both  the 
Sunday  School  and  the  mid-week  Hebrew 
School  this  coming  Sunday  morning,  Sep¬ 
tember  21,  between  10  and  12  A.M. 

The  Sunday  School,  for  boys  and  girls 
between  the  ages  of  5  and  17,  has  the  fol¬ 
lowing  general  curriculum.  Classes  are 
conducted  in  Jewish  History,  Jewish  cus¬ 
toms  and  Ceremonies,  the  Bible,  Modern 
Jewish  Literature,  the  Prayerhook,  Current 
Events,  Palestine  and  Jewish  music.  In 
addition,  each  class  will  have  its  own  pro¬ 
ject,  combining  activities  such  as  Dramatics, 
Arts  and  Crafts,  Journalism,  Photography 
and  Current  Events.  All  classroom  subjects 
are  adapted  to  the  interests  of  the  various 
age -groups. 

There  will  again  he  a  primary  group  for 
children  between  the  ages  of  5  and  7.  This 
class  is  housed  in  light  and  airy  quarters

Hebrew  School  Program 

Hebrew  School  gives  instruction  in  the 
elements  of  reading,  writing  and  conversing 
in  Hebrew,  excerpts  of  the  Bible,  the  pray- 
erbook  in  the  original,  modern  Hebrew 
literature  and  music.  Classes  are  small  so 
as  to  permit  much  individual  instruction. 
They  are  held  in  one-hour  sessions  two 
afternoons  a  week.  A  special  section  of 
the  School  is  devoted  to  preparations  for 
Confirmation  and  Bar-Mitzvah. 

Also  part  of  junior  educational  activities 
is  the  Junior  Congregation  which,  begin¬ 
ning  with  the  High  Holydays  and  continu¬ 
ing  throughout  the  school  year,  conducts 
services  for  the  children  of  our  religious 
school  and  their  friends.  These  services  are 
conducted  entirely  by  children  themselves — 
Junior  rabbis,  cantors  and  a  choir  are  train¬ 
ed  for  this  purpose.  The  schedule  of  ser¬ 
vices  appears  on  page  2.
